SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file Snake.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file promotes and supports bestiality and is deemed objectionable 
under s3(2)(e) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC 
Act). The file contains a colour photographic image depicting the upper thighs, genitals 
and part of the torso of a naked woman. Her legs are widespread. In the centre of the 
image a hand holds the body of a snake, part of which is inserted in the woman’s 
vagina. A portion of the snake’s body is in view, coiled on the woman’s thigh. The 
explicit nature of the depiction and the nudity of the woman suggest that the image is 
intended for the sexual arousal of the viewer. The image renders the idea of bestiality 
accessible. By presenting a sexual act between a woman and a snake as sexually 
arousing it encourages bestiality by breaking down taboos against such acts. 

The computer image file has been found to promote and support an activity listed 
under s3(2) of the FVPC Act. The provisions of s3(2) are inconsistent with, and 
override, the rights and freedoms contained in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. 
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
